Lt. Bazzy said their father brought them 
down to ride on the lake while he visited 
someone in Belleville. 

Lt. Bazzy said the VBT department had 
to fill out a DNR Water Crash report.

VBT denies request for Industrial Development District

The request of Ashley Crossroads North 
to establish Industrial District #25 was 
denied by the Van Buren Township Board 
of Trustees at its regular meeting Sept. 1. 

The property is near the northwest corner 
of Ecorse and Haggerty roads. 

During the public hearing held at the 
beginning of the meeting, Treasurer 
Sharry Budd reported that the planning 
commission looked at the plans Ashley 
Capital had in May and some items had to 
be addressed. 

When the traffic problem was mentioned, 
Budd said, Ashley said they didn’t have to 
change anything because Wayne County 
didn’t require it. 

Budd said they have no site plan and 
necessary rezoning of some of the lots were 
not done. She told the other board members 
that they should table the industrial district 
request. 
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“When they’ve got something, they can 
bring it back,” Budd said. 

Trustee Jeff Jahr said they could hold the 
public hearing and postpone action. 

“I don't want to postpone,” Budd said. “I 
want to turn this down.” 

Trustee Jahr said he has a problem with 
taking action on an item the same night as 
the public hearing because, to the public, it 
looks like a done deal. 

Township assessment coordinator Linda 
Stevenson said on July 31 she received 
a request to establish this district on 283 
acres. 

“I don't see Mr. [Michael] Balow here 
from Ashley tonight," Stevenson said. 

She said the map of the proposed district 
shows different zoning and the residential 
is around the industrial parcels. 

The township's new director of planning 
and economic development, Ron Akers, 
said he doesn't have all the information on 
the project. 

Trustee Reggie Miller said at the work/ 
study session on the project, the Ashley 
representative said they wanted to have the 
industrial district because it would draw 
businesses into their development based 
on the tax abatement. 


“We don't know who's going in there," 
Trustee Miller said, adding she would vote 
no to establishing the district. “I’m glad 
Sharry spoke up." 

Budd said at an earlier meeting residents 
voiced concern about water in the field and 
their home values declining on Haggerty 
Road and whether they can sell their 
property. 

"Would Ashley finish work with 
Wayne County?" asked Trustee Brenda 
McClanahan. 

"They have to have the work done 
before bringing it back to the planning 
commission," Budd said. 

Trustee McClanahan said the Ashley 
representative said they were seeking the 
industrial district for the future. She said 
she thought it was a little premature. 

Budd said on the south side of Ecorse at 
the present Ashley location, they rent the 
buildings and she never knew them to sell. 

McClanahan recalled they said they 
would sell them or lease them or both. 

Resident John Delaney said the tax 
abatement was a selling point for Ashley 
and it would be “a tax abatement that 
comes with a set of keys." He said this

would be nothing but a set of headaches 
for the township and its residents. 

He said 47 parcels along Ecorse and Van 
Born got notices and only one resident is 
here at the meeting. 

Delaney reminded the board that if the 
township approves a district and then turns 
down a tax abatement they can go to the 
state and the state will approve it. 

“I think the board has indicated we will 
not sit back and let it happen...” said 
Supervisor Linda Combs. 

When the item came up for a vote later in 
the meeting, the board voted unanimously 
to deny the request for Industrial 
Development District #25. 

Supervisor Combs said Ashley’s work is 
incomplete and they need to finish it before 
returning to the township. 

In other business at the Sept. 1 meeting, 
the board: 

* Heard Supervisor Combs read a letter 
to Public Safety Director Greg Laurain 
praising his department for work during 
a traffic accident and heard Budd read a 
letter from School Board President Brent 
Mikulski thanking the township for its 
assistance with collecting school supplies 
for Back 2 School Blitz; 

* Approved selection of Verdeterre 
Contracting as contractor for Ше 
reconstruction of Dewitt, Jeanette, and 
Venetian at a cost of $488,100, plus up to 
1096 construction contingency ($48,800). 
Also approved was Wade Trim for 
engineering work for the project at a total 
of $46,200. The whole project will cost 
$628,100, which is under the estimate of 
$650,000. There is no cost to the township. 
The Special Assessment District of property 
owners will pay 2096 and the County pays 
80% through its Local Road Initiative 
program. Verdeterre actually was the 
high bidder of three, but there was a 3.596 
difference between high and low bidder and 
the township's purchasing policy allows a 
5% leeway to local contractors; 

* Approved Martin Ladd as the new 
DPW Superintendent. Bill Turner has been 
supervising DPW and water and sewer and 
now will just do water and sewer. Ladd 
will be paid $56,850 from the water and 
sewer budget. He has almost 30 years of 
experience with Madison Heights, City of 
Taylor, and City of Hamtramck; 

* Approved hiring Matthew Best as the 
deputy director of planning and economic 
development.Combs read off his credentials 
and said, “It’s been a while since we had an 
environmental person on staff." He will be 
paid $62,000 and was to start work the next 
day. He has worked with Wayne County 
Environmental Services Department for 
12 years and holds a bachelor's degree 
from Central Michigan University in 


biology, environmental science, and 
geology and a master's degree in urban and 
regional planning from Eastern Michigan 
University; 

* Approved a resolution for Health Care 
Opt-Out for 2016, as required by law if the 
township wishes not to place a hard-cap 
limit or an 80% limit on the amount the 
township may pay toward employee health 
care benefits; 

* Approved the combination of two lots on 
Denton Road, slightly north of the railroad 
tracks: V125083-018-02-0112-003 and 
V125-83-018-02-0115-000; 

* Heard Marge Malicke say she has 
lived in the township for 47 years and 
on Harmony Lane for 19 years and she 
wanted to criticize the process by which 
the millage decision was made. "It is in 
your control to be transparent," Malicke 
said, noting the board said it was going to 
discuss options and then rushed forward 
with only one proposal: 6.5 mills; 

* Heard Don Schoenberger (who was 
wearing a brightly colored sign on his 
chest reading “Мо New Taxes") ask about 
what Supervisor Combs found when she 
asked the attorney for an opinion about 
whether she could shut down the public 
from talking about the millage at meetings. 
He said he expected it to be on the agenda 
but no mention has been made of it. “We 
are your boss,” he reminded her. “Not at 
township meetings? Wow! No more talk of 
the millage, you said ... Let the peasants 
eat cake..." Combs said she should have 
brought the opinion to the meeting but she 
recalled it said the board does not have the 
power to limit the subject of the speaker 
and they can speak on whatever subject 
they want to, “as long as it is germane to 
township business."

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Michigan Dept. of Education releases Top to Bottom Rankings 


The Top-to-Bottom list is part of 
Michigan’s school accountability system 
which ranks schools on their student 
performance in mathematics, reading, 
writing, science and social studies and 
graduation rate data (for high schools). 

School performance components include 
student achievement, improvement and 
achievement gaps between the highest and 
lowest scoring 30 percent of students in 
each school. 

This list provides valuable information 
on the performance of Michigan’s public 
schools and identifies areas of both strength 
and challenge. It is also used to determine: 

* Reward Schools, based on the top 5% of 
schools in the ranking as well as the schools 
with the highest improvement values from 
this list. Beating the Odds schools, which 
are those schools either outperforming 


their expected ranking or outperforming 
other similarly-situated schools, are also 
Reward Schools. 

* Focus Schools, based on the achievement 
gap component of this list. 

* Priority (formerly Persistently Lowest 
Achieving), Schools based on the bottom 
5% of this list. 

All schools are included in the ranking if 
they have two years of assessment data for 
30 or more full academic year students in 
two or more tested subjects. 

These measurements were developed in 
conjunction with a diverse set of education 
stakeholders throughout the 2010-2011 
school year as part of Michigan's approved 
federal No Child Left Behind (NCLB) 
flexibility waiver.

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Command Officers 
respond to VBT Board 


To the Editor: 

This is regarding the letter from the Van Buren 
Township Board of Trustees that you printed on 
Sept. 3, 2015. Their letter was in response to the 
letter that had been printed the previous week 
regarding a request that the VBT Police Officers 
Labor Council, (POLC), Command Officers 
had submitted to the Township back on July 15, 
2015. 

The VBT Command Officers have been without 
a contract since Jan. 1, 2014. During this time the 
POLC Command Unit has had several meetings 
with the Township in attempts to negotiate a 
contract. Through collective bargaining and 
mediation the POLC and Township have been 
unable to agree on a contract. 

Arbitration for the POLC Command contract 
has now been set for Oct. 13 and 15, 2015. Public 
Act 312 of 1967 requires that if there is impasse 
in negotiations between an employer and its 
public safety union (police or fire), then they have 
to go to mandatory binding arbitration. Usually 
this means that a contract could not be agreed 
to in collective bargaining or mediation. Unlike 
litigation, arbitration takes place out of court: the 
two sides select an impartial third party, known 
as an arbitrator; agree in advance to comply with 
the arbitrator's award; and then participate in a 
hearing in which both sides can present evidence 
and testimony. The arbitrator's decision is final, 
and courts rarely reexamine it. 

In response to the letter that was printed, the Van 
Buren Board of Trustees responds by stating "but 
since the Union has chosen to address its issues in 
the public forum, we will do so also." I would like 
to clarify for the board and the community that 
this letter was NOT submitted to the Independent, 
by any member of the Command Unit. The letter 
was a request that was prepared on behalf of my 
membership and e-mailed to all elected officials, 
the Director of Public Safety, and the Deputy 
Director of Police on July 15, 2015. I can agree 
that this letter should have never been made public 
and that the printing of this letter further damages 
the relationship between the board of trustees 
and the POLC Command Unit. The board of 
trustees also stated that "Step III of the grievance 
procedure would have been to consult with the 
Supervisor." I don't know which contract they 
are referring to. Step III in the Command Unit's 
contract states, "If the grievance has not been 
settled in Step 2, the grievance may be submitted 
to arbitration, provided such submission is made 
within 30 calendar days after Step 2." 

The board of trustees states that we do not 
want to work toward a solution and it appears

we are dissatisfied with working for Van Buren 
Township. They further state that if this is the 
case, regrettably, we should consider submitting 
letters of resignation. Although we have been 
unable to reach a contract settlement, the 
statement that we do not want to work toward 
a solution is completely false. I can assure you 
that every command officer at VBT is committed 
to providing a professional service to the 
community and will continue to do so. It is not 
the community of Van Buren Township that we 
are dissatisfied with. 

Without merit the board of trustees assumes 
that either I or another member of my unit leaked 
this letter to the Independent. The board of 
trustees then feels compelled to publicly ridicule 
its command officers and accuses us of being 
unwilling to work toward a solution and not 
following proper grievance procedures. 

Van Buren Township has a board that consists 
of a supervisor, clerk, treasurer, and four trustees. 
Each of these elected officials has specific duties 
that contribute to effective township governance. 
The elected officials of the Township Board 
adopt an annual budget that determines the scope 
of township services and oversees township 
services. 

Communication represents an important function 
of government, responsible for improving three 
principle elements of government: effectiveness 
(building broad support and legitimacy for 
programs), responsiveness (knowing citizens 
needs and responding to them), and accountability 
(explaining government stewardship апа 
providing mechanisms to hold governments 
accountable). 

This letter that has prompted the board of 
trustees to respond in a retaliatory manner was 
originally submitted to them on July 15, 2015. 
It was not until the letter was published in 
the Independent that the board of trustees felt 
compelled to respond. The board of trustees 
makes inaccurate accusations and fails to cite 
the correct grievance procedures for the POLC 
Command Unit. There are seven members that 
comprise the board of trustees. Not one board 
member has ever reached out to me or any other 
command unit member in attempts to discuss 
this or any of the other numerous issues within 
our department. The board of trustees has never 
made an attempt to meet with or discuss current 
issues with the branch of service, police, that 
they are responsible for providing. If they are 
truly engaged and supportive of the public safety 
department I would think that this would be an 
important component of effective leadership. 
Instead they propose that if we don’t like it, then 
we should quit. Their response in last week’s 
paper “VBT Command Officers Invited to 
Resign” is a clear indication of their leadership 
style and attitude. 

I can assure you that the Command Officers 
will continue to provide a professional level of 
service to the community that we serve, however, 
I do not wish to continue airing our differences 
in a public forum. Instead, I invite them to come 
speak with me personally. I believe that with 
effective communication we could eventually 
come to some type of common ground. I am 
currently assigned to patrol operations and have 
an office within the police department and can 
also be reached at extension 8904.

[Work Study Session Minutes of August 
17, 2015; Closed Session Minutes of August 17, 
2015; Regular Board Meeting Minutes of August 
18, 2015; Prepaid List of August 14, 2015; Prepaid 
List of August 21, 2015; Prepaid List of August 27, 
2015; Voucher List of September 1, 2015; Adoption 
of Resolution 2015-35-Health Care Opt-Out for 2016 
and Approval of the combination of lots V125-83- 
018-02-0112-003 and V125-83-018-02-0115-000.] 
Motion Carried. 

PUBLIC HEARING: Jahr moved, McClanahan 
seconded to open the public hearing to receive 
comment on the request by Ashley Crossroads North, 
LLC to establish Industrial Development District #25 
at 7:03 p.m. Motion Carried. 

Assessing Coordinator Stevenson stated the 
application to establish the L.D.D. district was 
received in July. The total size of the property is 
approximately 283 acres and is comprised of many 
individual tax parcels, all contiguous, located along 
Ecorse and Haggerty Rd. 

Board members commented on the following: Site 
plans for development of the property previously 
submitted to the planning commission were turned 
down, in part, due to the need for a traffic study; 
current issues between Wayne County and the 
applicant remain unresolved, creation of the district 
would automatically allow any lessee to receive a tax 
abatement; making a decision without an approved 
site plan is premature; and opposition to the district.
